All Is Cheery At Monday 
Meeting Of Elba City Council 


The Elba City Council could be 
described as ‘‘Happy Times,"’ as 
virtually everything discussed was 
positive and there was much praise 
expressed for the record and the 
public to hear. 

Police Chief John White set the 
tone for the meeting when he 
expressed his gratitude to the 
various law enforcement agencies 
that participated in the recapture of 
the two escapees from the Coffee 
County Jail in Elba Saturday 
morning. He noted his department 
would always endeavor to recapture 
any escapee as soon as possible, and 
the help from other agencies is 
greatly appreciated. 

Rescue squad captain Sonny 
Inman quoted a bit of Shakespeare 
when he said, “I come to praise 
Caesar and not... ."’ He expressed 
appreciation to the city officials for 
their continued support of the efforts 
of the rescue squad. He noted they 
were progressing with their 
renovation of the old fire station area 
for use by the rescue squad for 
housing of the vehicles, including 
the new $45,000 ambulance and a 
meeting room for squad members, 

Mayor Bob English spoke on 
behalf of the entire council and 
expressed appreciation for the fine 


job being done by the members of 


the rescue squad. He noted that 
they serve without any pay and that 
payment on the new vehicle was 
through charges made by the squad 


for runs made, 


Inman noted the group averaged 
1% runs a day throughout 1985. 

English told council members he 
would like their permission to seek 
bids on some surplus city land with 
the money going to buy additional 
land for a landfill and/or off-street 
parking in the downtown area.

outlined in the ‘‘Unit System’’ and 
the department would undergo an 
extensive reorganization. 

Rushing, who has been employed 
as county engineer for seven 
months, said that since his 
appointment as county engineer he 
had spent a great deal of time 
studying the road program in the 
county. 

“The duties of the county 
engineer are outlined in the unit 
system,’’ stated Rushing, ‘‘and to 
provide the best possible road 
system for thé residents of the 
county the commission needs to work 
with me under the unit system. The 
current system involving work areas 
causes problems with the efficiency 
and productivity of both personnel 
and equipment.”’ 

Under the new system, Rushing 
reported all highway department 
employees would report to work at 
the county shop daily and then go to 
an assigned work detail. The 
employees will be reclassified based 
on skills, and would allow new 
specialized work crews té handle 
individual problems across the 
county, 

Also, all equipment not assigned 
to a crew will be moved to the shop, 
all fuel tanks will be moved to the 
county shop and all work requests 
would be _ forwarded to the 
engineer's office for dispersal. 

The engineer stated the unit 
system was established by an act of 


the legislature and told — the 
commission he would ‘‘appreciate its 
support.,”’ 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 


voiced immediate opposition to the 
engineer’s plan and declared, ‘‘It’s 
been tried in Coffee County before 
and it didn’t work, and it won’t work 
now!"’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk sup- 
ported the change, saying, ‘‘I 
support the unit system and want to 
do what is economically best for the 
people. I can understand the 
engineer’s problem and _ think it 
would be in the best interest of the 
county to support his plan.’’ 

When the county’s ‘‘unique’’ 
dual courthouse system was men- 
tioned as a problem, Rushing stated, 
“IT don’t think the dual system 
should cause problems in_ the 
highway department; need should 
be the primary concern. I think the 
unit system gives me the authority to 
do what I have planned, but I would 
like the support of the commission. "’ 

Commissioner Bryan, who con- 


tinued to be vocal in his opposition, 
spoke up again and said, ‘‘It will not 
be as. efficient as the current 
program and I don’t think it will 
work. We will have a turnover in 
personnel due to the extra travel 
required in going to New Brockton 
every day, and I don’t think the 
public will like it. I don’t think the 
county is too big for the engineer to 
handle as it now operates.’ 

“I worked in a county using the 
unit system for four years, and | 
know it will work,’’ Rushing added. 
“I have more experience in this 
program than any commissioner and 
it will work! If it doesn’t, I'll admit I 
was wrong and will be willing to 
change.”’ 

Commissioner Faulk made a 
motion to support the change and it 
was seconded by Commissioner Billy 
Paul Owens. 

The commission and ‘engineer 
had obvious differences in opinion 
concerning authority under the unit 
system, and after a _ lengthy 
discussion a yote was taken, with 
Faulk, Owens and Sid Averett voting 
to support the change, and Bryan, 
Eugene Bradley and Billy Eagerton 
voting against it. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson, 
commission chairman, was called on 
to break the tie and stated, ‘‘We 
have an engineer to make these 
decisions and think we should give 
his plan a try, so I'll vote to support 
his plan.’’ 

Commissioner . Eagerton  ex- 
pressed a concern that since the 
commissioners no longer had direct 
authority over work crews, that 
previous promises to do work would 
be delayed. 

The engineer assured the 
commission that their wishes would 
continue to be followed and pledged 
to work with the commission. 


Monday’s meeting began at 9 
a.m,, and after the routine adoption 
of the minutes of the previous 
meeting, the commission opened 
bids on roofing the county office 
complex. 

The only bid came from Robbins 
Roofing Company of Dothan, and the 
prices were $34,100 for the arena, 
$14,946 for the ASCS building and 
$15,258 on the engineering building, 
for a total project cost of $64,304. 

The bidder stated it wasn’t 
possible to get a 20-year bond, as 
requested; however, a 3-year 
guarantee was offered.

Dossey Murder Conviction Upheld By State Appeals Court 


The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals last week upheld a 99-year 
prison sentence for a rural Crenshaw 
County man convicted in 1985 of 
murdering his wife for over $300,000 
in insurance money. 

Roy Loid Dossey, a resident of 
the Bullock Community, was 
convicted on March 13, 19885, for the 
shotgun slaying of his wife on Jan. 1, 
1984, but appealed the conviction, ~ 
citing a number of reasons including 


alleged 
attorney. 

In denying the appeal; the 
appeals court stated, ‘Running like: 
a thread throughout the prose- 
cution’s case is the $300,000 in 
insurance the defendant would 
collect on his wife's death,”’

Prosecutors in the case, which 
was tried in Crenshaw County 
Circuit Court, contended Dossey 


planned to kill his wife to collect on 
several insurance policies, including 
a $100,000 double indemnity policy 
taken out only three months prior to 
Mrs. Dossey's death. 


Dossey stated during testimony 
that he and his wife went hunting on 
New Year’s day and that he left her 
in one section of the woods while he 
took his shotgun and walked 100 
yards away to look for another spot to 


Coffee County Jail Inmates Enjoy Only Brief 


Taste Of Freedom After Weekend Escape 


Two escapees from the Coffee 
County Jail in Elba enjoyed only a 
brief taste of freedom last weekend 
as both were captured shortly after 
climbing over a fence at the 
downtown facility, 

The escapees, identified as Brian 
J. Voight, age 23, of Elmore, and 
Timothy David Stubbs, age 17, of 
Manchester, Georgia, reportedly 
escaped at 6:10 a.m. on Saturday, 
Feb. 22, and were back in custody 
less than six hours later after an 
extensive manhunt by area law 


enforcement officials. 

The jailer on duty reportedly saw 
Stubbs climbing the fence near the 
rear of the jail and when he went 
outside to capture the attempted 
escapee, Voight ran to the front of 
the jail and climbed over the 
10-foot-high gate at the entrance of 
the jail. Stubbs was able to pull 
away from the jailer, and both 
apparently escaped on foot by going 
over the levee behind the jail. The 
escapees then swam across the Pea 
River and made their way into a

heavily wooded area along the river, 
near the Samson Highway. 

Stubbs was spotted by search- 
dog teams from Atmore at 
approximately 9 a.m. and was 
captured at 9:30 when he ran out of 
the woods and onto the road, three 
miles from Elba. 

Voight was captured at 12:08 
p.m. after law enforcement officials 
surrounded the area the suspect was 
hiding in, and caught the escapee 
after a foot race between the suspect 
and the officials. 

Police from Elba, Enterprise, 
Kinston, Opp, Andalusia and New 
Brockton aided in the manhunt, as 
well as Coffee, Covington and 
Crenshaw County Sheriff's Dept. 
officials, state game wardens, a state 
trooper helicopter and the search- 
dogs from Atmore. 


look for deer. He said he heard a 
shot and after walking back to his 
wife saw her lying on the ground. 

Mrs. Dossey died of internal 
bleeding and was found to haye been 
struck 14 times by pellets from a 
20-gauge shotgun. 

In his appeal, Dossey claimed his 
attorney took no photographs at the 
scene of the shooting, didn’t talk to 
any witnesses prior to the start of the 
trial, didn’t ask for a change of venue 
and failed to ask the jurors if any of 
them knew about the death of 
Dossey’s child and the subsequent 
exhumation of her body. 

Prosecutors have stated Dossey 
is the prime suspect in the drowning 
death of his 9-year-old daughter, 
who drowned in a swimming pool 
near the Dossey'’s home two years 
prior to Mrs. Dossey’s death. Dossey 
reportedly became a suspect in his 
daughter's death after the investi- 
gation began on Mrs. Dossey’s 
death. 

Dossey reportedly took out a 
$5,000 double-indemnity insurance 
policy on his daughter six days prior 
to her death and listed himself as the 
beneficiary. 

According to authorities, Dossey 
collected the $10,000 in his 
daughter's death as well as 
approximately $20,000 on one of the 
insurance policies taken out on his 
wife. 

The appeals court stated, ‘‘The 
prosecution proved that the 
defendant had the means, motive 
and opportunity to kill his wife,"" and 
ruled ‘The evidence was sufficient 
to support the verdict of the jury.’’ 

Dossey still has the legal right to 
appeal to the Alabama Supreme 
Court.

Capt. Hughes Is Squadron Commander 
Of “The Typhoon Chasers” 


Story by Cecil B. Newberry 


While most people are boarding 
up windows and businesses in 
preparation for the fury of a typhoon 
on this tiny South Pacific island, 
Capt. John W. Hughes and members 
of the 54th Reconnaissance Squdron 
are getting ready to challenge 
nature’s wrath by flying headlong 
into the storm to gather information 
that will help scientists and 
meteorologists determine the path 
and strength of this killer. 

Hughes, son of John R. Hughes, 
Route 2, Scottsboro and Mary N. 
Elmore 311 Treymore' Ave., 
Huntsville, is a WC-130 ‘‘Hercules”’ 
pilot and commander at Andersen 
Air Force Base, Guam, with the 
squadron known as ‘‘The Typhoon 
Chasers."’ 

“It is my job to take the airplane 
and five crew members into the eye 
of typhoons or hurricanes and return 
safely. While we are in the storm, 
the crew is gathering information on 
wind strength, pressure and exact 
location of the storm. We pass this 
information back to the Joint 
Typhoon Warning Center on Guam. 
They will then issue warnings to the 
areas the storm will  effect,’’ 
explained Hughes. 

“In addition to my duties in the 
air, | am the squadron training 
officer. I must ensure all crew 
members receive the necessary 
training to stay current in each of 
their crew positions."’ 

The Typhoon Chasers’ primary 
objective is to locate tfépiéal storms 
and report their direction, strength, 
center _ location and gather 
meteorological data. 

‘‘We have six WC-130's to fly 
into storms that provide the Pacific 


with accurage weather information,"’ 
said Hughes. 

The data the Typhoon Chasers 
provide enables the military to move 
aircraft out of the path of on coming 
storms, and for the people on many 
of the small islands to prepare for the 
force of the winds or to evacuate the 
area. Through their efforts, 
countless lives and equipment have 
been saved. 

As winter drags its icy fingers 
across the United States, many 
frostbitten Americans sit by the 
evening fireplace, daydreaming of a 
tropical island with waving coconut 
palm trees, white sandy beaches, 
sleepy villages and __ friendly 
islanders, According to Hughes they 
could very easily be dreaming of 
Guam.

We're visiting Mrs. Mae Stinson 
Lowery in the ‘Senior Spotlight’ 
this week; a lively and witty 
fast-talking lady of 79 years, a lady 
whose looks belie her age, for she 
certainly IS a vyvoung-looking and 
enthusiastic ''79-er."' 

Miss Mae is a_ blue-eyed, 
white-haired lady who was born Dec. 
S, 1906, in the vicinity of the 
Whitewater Baptist Church 
Community, to Mr. and Mrs. N.W. 
Stinson, Mrs. Stinson being the 
former Miss Emma Devane. 

She told us her father was a 
farmer and she remembers 
‘working on the farm when I was a 
child, hoeing and chopping and 
picking cotton - hard work.'’ And, 
she agreed wholeheartedly with us 
when we made the observation that 
most of us - the younger generation 
of today - do not really know what 
hard work and hard times are. 

She recalled that both her 
parents were ‘'very strict - they 
taught us to obey God's 
commandments,"’ and her father 
“was a stout-built man'’’ and her 
mother was ‘‘little and frilly."’

Matthew 25:31-46 


When we rightly envision the 


faces of the world's hungry 
multitudes and pray for their 
salvation, we*are compelled to be 
concerned that they have enough to 
eat. 

As responsible citizens we can do 
many things to help alleviate the 
problems of domestic and world 
hunger, 

ELECTION. All of the good 
intentions in the world will not 
produce public policies which 
alleviate hunger unless those 
intentions are translated into 
electing officials who will then enact 
legislation to relieve human hunger. 

We should be aware of any 
candidate who appears to be 
interested in only one or two moral 
issues, The candidate who is not 
interested in the hungry before the 
election is not likely to become 
interested in them after the election. 

Elections have to do with voting. 
Register to vote. Become informed. 
Read the newspapers. Watch the 
news on television. Go to meetings 
where candidates are speaking. 
Select a candidate and a political 
party that take seriously such moral 
issues as hunger. Give money to help 
support his or her attempt to be 
elected, And vote...You can make a 
difference. 

COMMUNICATION. Elected 
officials at all levels-national, state, 
and local-are affected by the 
opinions of voters. Letters, 
telephone calls telegrams and 
personal visits make a difference. 

Expressions of personal opinion 
can influence the vote of an elected 
official. Your participation in 
committee hearing or public meeting 
gives visible evidence of your 
commitment to resolving the 
problems of hunger. 


ORGANIZATION. If the 
hunger problem in all of its 
magnitude is to be addressed.

David very clearly affirmed that God is omnipresent in the 
x 139th psalm. ‘'O Lord, thou hast searched me, and known me. Thou 
* knowest my downsitting and mine uprising, thou understandest my 
* thought afar off... Whither shall I go from thy spirit? or whither shall 
* I flee from thy presence? If I ascend up into heaven, thou art there: if I 
% make my bed in Sheol, thou art there. If I take wings of the morning 
* and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea; even there shall thy hand 
* lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me’’ (Psalm 139:1-2, 7-10). 

bf This attribute of God is difficult to understand, since we as human

THE ‘‘NO PASS,NO PLAY” RULE’NEEDS A LITTLE WORK 


A state legislator introduced a ‘‘No Pass, No Play’’ bill at Montgomery 
last week and I think that while the idea isn’t all that bad, the wording needs 
a lot of refining! I agree that a student goes to school to get an education and 
that the students’ grades should come first; however, the proposed plan 
submitted last week needs to be amended to lengthen the grading period. To 
Say a student has to sit out six weeks if he fails to pass all his subjects isn’t 
good, because a student who plays only one sport could simply buckle down, 
two six weeks a year and still play in his sport. 

I think the Alabama High School Athletic Association could alter its 
current academic standards and require students to pass four required 
courses instead of three, but the association’s method of punishment needs 
no change. If a student is eligible at the first of the year he should be allowed 
to play all year; if he isn’t eligible at the opening of school, keep him out of all 
sports and let him hit the books. 

I think we need to keep politics out of the classroom and out of athletics. 
The Alabama High School Athletic Association has done a good job of 
policing its members for many years and I have all the confidence in the 
world in its ability to keep doing so!

Elba Tigers Roar Past Evergreen 72-63 


The Elba Tigers pulled out to an 
early 4-0 lead and were never headed 
last Friday night as they defeated the 
Evergreen Aggies 72-63 in the finals 
of the Class 4A, sub-state basketball 
tournament. 

The win upped Elba’s record to 
15-4 and earned the Tigers a spot in 
this week's state tournament at 
Tuscaloosa, while Evergreen ended 
the season with a 23-5 slate. 

Elba’s Kevin Goosby scored two 
baskets to give the Tigers a 4-0 lead 
with 6:48 left in the first quarter, a 
lead the Tigers would never 
relinquish! 

The highly-touted Aggies closed 
to within 1 point three times in the 
stanza, but never could catch Elba, 
and a short jumper by Art Brunson 
gave the Tigers an 11-8 advantage 
after one quarter of play. 

Mick Phillips hit on two long 
jumpers early in the second quarter 
to put the Tigers ahead 15-10;

with 3:26 left in the half. A dunk by 
Goosby stretched the lead to 23-20 
and Goosby and Phillips combined 
for 7 points in the final 2:13 of the 
quarter to give the Tigers a 30-22 
halftime advantage.

Evergreen again came battling back 
and cut the Tigers’ lead to 37-35 with 
4:34 left in the third stanza.

HARD COOKED EGGS 


To hard-cook eggs properly, put 
eggs in single layer in a saucepan. 
Add enough tap water to come at 
least 1 inch above the eggs. Cover 
and quickly bring just to boiling. 
Turn off heat. Remove pan from 
surface unit to prevent further 
cooking. Let eggs stand, covered, in 
hot water for 15 to 17 minutes for 
large eggs. Immediately run cold 
water over eggs or put them in ice 
water until completely cooled. 
Here's the tip I like. To remove shell, 
crackle it by tapping gently all over. 
Roll egg getween hands to loosen 
shell. Then peel, starting at large 
end. Hold egg under running cold 
water to help ease off the shell. 


RAISINS 
Try raisins for a nutritious snack. 


They are digested and are good for 
fiber and a number of vitamins and 


‘minerals, In addition, they are low in 


salt. Raisins have no cholesteral and 
virtually no fat, so they’re a whole- 
some way to satisfy your craving for 
sweets.

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HORTICULTURE TIPS 


DAN J. PRESLEY 
COUNTY AGENT 
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PRUNING PEACHES 


Peach trees should be pruned 
just before they start blooming. This 
will be within the next two to three 
weeks. In pruning peach trees, you 
want to open up the middle of the 
tree to let sunlight in. If you are 
pruning young trees, select four or 
five good scaffold branches. 

These steps will serve as a guide 
in pruning peach trees: 

1. Remove dead, diseased and 
weak wood and interfering branches. 

2. Keep center of tree open by 
cutting back to a branch growing 
Outward. Remove upright growth 
unless needed to fill in a blank space, 

3. Keep trees within bounds by 
cutting main scaffold branches back 
to a lateral growing in the same 
general direction as the scaffold 
branches. 

4, Balance pruning and fertility to 
maintain a good supply of annual 
growth 18 to 24 inches long for the 
next year’s crop. 


EARLY GARDEN CROPS 


Turnips, beets, mustard and 
radishes are good early crops for 
your garden. Auburn's Extension 
Gardening Specialist, Dave 
Williams, explains that these crops 
are slightly cold tolerant and are 
usually planted in Februalry. 

Start planting dry blub onions 
and potatoes about Valentine’s Day 
or as soon after as weather permits. 
Onions are fairly cold tolerant. 
Potatoes usually come up after the 
danger of cold is past. 

Set onions on a slight bed and 
Space them about four inches apart 
in the row. Onions do not make large 
tops, sO rows can be as close as 14 
inches apart. Leave enough room 
between rows to weed the crop. 


POTATO PLANTING 


Now is the time to start the 
Spring garden with potato plantings. 
You need to cut seed pieces so each 
has two eyes and weighs about one 
and one-half ounces. If cold kills the 
first eye, the second will sprout and 
Save a replanting. 

Drop seed pieces about ten 
inches apart in 36 inch rows, Cover 
them about 4 inches deep and 
work the soil toward the row as the 

4geason progresses, ‘ 

“"™ Irish potatoes require a lot of 
fertilizer to produce well. Apply 3 
quarts of 8-24-24 at planting per 100 
feet of row and then side dress with 3 
quarts of 13-13-13- at first culti- 
vation. The first fertilizer should be 
Placed 1 inch below and 3 inches 
beside the seed potatoes. 


LAWN DETHATCHING 

Heavily fertilized Bermuda and 
Zoysia grass lawns need dethatching 
every year. Thatch can become a 
problem if it is allowed to build up. 
Thatch is the clippings that drop to 
the ground and do not rot. 

A one-fourth to one-half inch 
layer of thatch can prevent water 
from penetrating and also fertilizer 
from going down. This also provides 
a good medium for disease to get 
started. Therefore, this is why it is 


recommended that this thatch be 
removed when it begins to build up. 

Thatch can be removed by 
vigorous raking, or there are 
machines that you can rent that will 
throw this thatch up so that it is easy 
to rake. 

The question always comes up 
this time of the year about burning 
this thatch. Burning a lawn removes 
very little of the thatch. It just burns 
the top of the grass. Burning creates 
problems because of the tracking in 
of the ashes and soot into the house. 
There might be a slight advantage 
with burning as it might kill some of 
the disease organisms that are on the 
grass. 

There is not easy way to remove 
the thatch. But for the lawn to look 
its best, thatch needs to be removed. 


HOUSEPLANTS 

Sterilize potting soils. Weeds, 
diseases and nemotodes are some of 
the worst enemies of the houseplant. 
One way to fight these soils 
problems is the sterilize the soil. 
This should be done for all soils, 
whether you buy it or get it from your 
garden. 

One of the easiest ways to 
sterilize soils it to bake it. Place the 
soil about 2 inches deep in a pan and 
put an Irish potato on top. Put this in 
the oven and bake it as you would 
bake a potato. 

When the potato is done, the soil 


should be sterilized. While baking, 
the soil will release an odor, but this 
will not hurt your oven. It will easily 
air out and disappear. Let the soil 
cool after it is sterlized. 

When sterilizing, heat only the 
soil. Don't mix the soil with peat, 
perlite, vermiculite or any other 
additive before sterlizing. After the 
soil has cooled, mix the other 
additives with it to form the potting 
mix that will be used to pot your: 
houseplants. 


TIME TO PLAN GARDEN 


Believe it or not, it is time to start 
work on your vegetable garden. The 
first step is deciding where to plant. 

Insect and disease problems tend 
to build up with continuous use of an 
area. If you have used the same spot 
for several years and are having 
problems with root-knot nematodes, 
consider rotating the garden to a 
new area. Root-knot nematodes are 
especially troublesome on squash, 
okra, cucumbers and some varieties 
of tomatoes, 

Moving the garden for a few 
years lets you clear up problems in 
the old area. It is best to rotate your 
garden about every three years, if 
possible.
